(Currently Amended) A method for the treatment of one or more 
allergic disorders selected from the group consisting of allergic rhinitis and allergic 
conjunctivitis a lle rgic disord e rs of th e low e r or upp e r a i rways and th e e v e s , 
comprising administering to a person in need thereof, an effective amount of 
loteprednol or a pharmaceutically acceptable ester thereof and at le a st on e 
intranasally or intraocularly administrable azelastine ant i histamine , optionally 
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together with customary excipients or vehicles, for simultaneous, sequential or 
separate administration.

Claim 7. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 9 
wherein the loteprednol substance is administered as an inhalable liquid preparation. 

Claim 8. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 9 
wherein the azelastine whict^ is administered orally. 

Claim 9. (Currently Amended) A method for the treatment and 
prophylaxis of one or more allergic disorders selected from the group consisting of 
allergic rhinitis and allergic coniunctivitis al le rg i c ainA/av and e ve disorders , 
comprising administering to a person in need thereof, an effective amount of 
loteprednol and azelastine at le ast on e i ntranasa ll y or i ntraocu l ar l y adm i n i strab le 
antih i stamin e, wherein the loteprednol or a pharmaceutically acceptable ester 
thereof and the azelastine is ant i histam i n e (s) ar e administered simultaneously, 
sequentially or separately, optionally together with customary excipients or vehicles. 

Claim 10. (Canceled) 

Claim 1 1 . (Currently Amended) A method for the treatment of one or more 
allergic disorders selected from the group consisting of allergic rhinitis and allergic 
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conjunctivitis al l erg i c rh i n i tis or rh i noconjunct i vit i s comprising administering to a 
patient in need thereof, a combination of loteprednol or a pharmaceutically 
acceptable ester thereof and azelastine an ant i h i stam i n e for simultaneous, 
sequential or separate administration. 

Claim 12 (New) The composition according to claim 1 , wherein the daily 
dose of loteprednol is between 10 and 500 pg and the daily does of azelastine is 
between 50 and 500 pg. 

Claim 13. (New) The method according to any one of claims 5, 7 or 1 1 , 
wherein the daily dose of loteprednol is between 10 and 500 pg, and the daily dose 
of azelastine is between 50 and 500 pg. 

Claim 14. (New) The method of claim 12, wherein the daily dose of 
loteprednol is between 50 and 200 pg and the daily does of azelastine is between 
100 and 200 pg. 

Claim 15. (New) The method of claim 13, wherein the daily dose of 
loteprednol is between 50 and 200 pg and the daily does of azelastine is between 
100 and 200 pg.
